New Isla Vista, UCSB riot; more expected 


A Santa Barbara County Sheriffs 
spokesman said today he expects 
that riot conditions which prevailed 
yesterday afternoon and last night 
in Isla Vista will continue “ through 
the weekend.” 
His statement came after officials 
announced the arrest of four young 
persons last night in the embattled 
university community following a 
new assault on the Bank of America 
Branch, setting fire to the UCSB 
ROTC building and knocking out 
windows 
in 
several 
downtown 
buildings 
including the Sheriffs 
Foot Patrol office. 


Those arrested last night after 
scores of Sheriffs deputies moved 
in to clear the streets were Susan 
Jackson, 23, a Santa Barbara City 
College student living in Isla Vista, 
charged with failure to disperse in 
the area of a riot and carrying a 
concealed weapon described as a 
hunting knife, released on $375 bail; 
Benjamin Evans 20, a UCSB student 
charged with 
hit and 
run and 
reckless driving and released on 
$737 
bail; 
Bruce 
Dorr, 
22, 
a 
transient, failure to disperse in the 
area of a riot, released on $125 bail; 
Robert Clark, 18, a UCSB student, 


failure to disperse in the area of a 
riot, bail, $125. 
One Sheriffs officer was injured, 
struck in the eye by an object. One 
Sheriff’s car was damaged by rocks 
and a Molotov cocktail. 
New Sheriff John W. Carpenter 
took command. 
He blamed the 
outbreak 
on 
“ irresponsible 
persons." 
Authorities 
said 
the 
military 
training 
facility 
was 
set 
upon 
following an anti-war rally in the 
adjacent student community of Isla 
Vista, scene of three major riots 
last year. 


Campus firemen refused to enter 
the one-story building until campus 
police, 
armed 
with 
shotguns, 
escorted 
them 
inside. 
Firemen 
reported “ taking several rocks" 
while 
fighting 
the 
fire, 
which 
resulted in considerable damage to 
the facility. 
The rock-throwing spree erupted 
when a group of about 500 persons 
moved from the Perfect Park area 
to a real estate office which housed 
the Sheriffs Department's newly 
established “ foot patrol" program. 
The front windows and a sliding 
glass door were smashed while four 


officers were inside. No action was 
taken. The foot patrol program was 
set up to provide communication 
between the community and law 
enforcement personnel. 
The group then moved on campus 
to the ROTC Building, chanting anti­ 
war slogans and pelting the building 
with rocks before setting it afire. 
One deputy suffered a minor eye 
injury. 
Sheriff 's deputies entered the area 
in small numbers urging the crowd 
to disperse, which it did peacefully. 
However, after several hours of 
calm, small groups of young people 


were 
reported 
roaming 
the 
community 
and 
numerous 
fires 
were set. Most of the blazes were in 
trash bins but one was started in a 
real estate office. Other students 
quickly extinguished that fire. 
Deputies patrolled the streets in 
dump trucks, ordering the groups to 
disperse. 
There 
were 
a 
few 
incidents 
of 
rockthrowing 
and 
several students were arrested for 
failing to disperse. 
During rioting last year, the Bank 
of America branch in Isla Vista was 
burned to the ground Feb. 27 and the 
National Guard was called in

A Mission Hills man was in 
serious condition in Vandenberg Air 
Force Base Hospital today with 
deep stab wounds suffered in a fight 
that erupted last night in Lompoc 
Valley Bowl. 
Ocie L. Rowe, 42, of 3651 Via Gala, 
was taken into surgery at midnight 
for treatment of three wounds. 
Officials said the man had a deep 
wound on the left side into which a 
doctor could put his hand; another 
on the left thigh and a third under 
the left armpit. Doctors reportedly 
used 50 stitches to close the wounds. 
His alleged assailant, Richard 
Leroy Reedy, 28, of 117 N. M St., 
was booked into Lompoc Jail on 
charges of assault with a deadly 
weapon. Police say they contiscated 
a pocketknife with a three-inch 
blade. Bail was set at $6,462.

(U PD —Astronauts Alan B. Shepard 
and Edgar D. Mitchell blasted off 
today ending man's longest and 
most rewarding stay on the moon. 
The Apollo 14 lunar explorers, who 
spent 33 
' z hours 
in a 
dusty 
depression in Fra Mauro Valley, 
carried back the largest horde of 
scientific 
data and 
moon 
rocks 
collected 
in 
three 
American 
misions. 
They left behind two golf balls and 
an 
impromptu 
javelin 
used 
by 
Shepard in the first lunar sports 
show, which was telecast to Earth in 
color. 
Shepard and Mitchell struggled, 
short-of-breath, up the steep slope of 
a crater and chipped off clues to the 
birth of the moon on their second 
spacewalk. The disappointed hikers 
had to turn back before reaching the 
rim. 
When the silver-and-gold Antares 
m oonlander 
lifted 
off 
in 
midafternoon, they had spent more 
time on the moon than any other 
men. Shepard held the moon walking 
record of nine hours. 
The lunar module was scheduled 
to dock with the command ship 
Kitty Hawk nearly two hours later. 
It was the first use of Apollo 14 s 
docking mechanism which failed 
five times before the two craft could 
link up late Sunday night. 
* Shepard whipped out a specially 
made six-iron and slammed a couple 
of golf balls from the solar system s 
largest sand trap. Then the athletic 
Shepard hurled the aluminum solar 
wind pole —the first javelin toss in 
space. 
Mitchell, 
looking 
on 
enthusiastically, said “ fantastic." 
The second moonwalk by the third 
team of Americans to land on the 
moon lasted 4 1 2 hours and was “ a 
great 
success" 
scientifically. 
Shepard and Mitchell found a mile- 
wide expanse of boulders bigger 
than trucks and chipped off samples 
which may equal the 4.6 billion year 
age of the moon 
The third member of the Apollo 14 
crew. Stuart A. Roosa, waited in 
orbit 70 miles overhead while his 
colleagues completed man s first 
exploration of the lunar uplands. 
They were to join him in midafter­ 
noon and all three will breakaway 
from moon orbit and head back to 
Earth at 8 .38 p.m. 
Man's longest hike over the dusty 
lunar 
surface 
was 
spoiled 
for 
Mitchell, 40, and Shepard, 47 —who 
fell to his hands and knees once 
while slogging uphill —when they 
failed to reach the top of 400-foot 
high Cone Crater. 
But Dr. Robin Brett, space agency 
geologist, said the astronauts' two 
moonwalks were “ a great success ’ 
He said the mission of Apollo 14 has 
been more valuable scientifically 
than the tirst two lunar landings 
combined. 
Ground controllers ordered them 
to head back to Antares when they 
were three-fourths of the way up the 
side of the crater and obviously 
uncertain about exactly where they 
were or how far away the rim was. 
“ I don't think we have time to go 
up there,” said Shepard, who was 
dragging a rickshawlike cart up the 
steep hillside. 
“ Ah. 
let's 
give 
it 
a 
whirl, 
Mitchell protested. “ Gee whiz, we 
can’t stop without looking at Cone 
Crater. It spoils everything if we 
don’t get there.” 
The “ fun" portion of the difficult 
climb would have come with the 
moonmen rolling a giant rock into 
the crater for the edification of 
geologists 
interested 
in 
soil 
mechanics. 
But Shepard and Mitchell made up 
for it when they finished with their 
scientific chores and got back to the 
moonship. 
Shepard, America’s first man in 
space who waited 10 years for his 


second voyage, pulled a specially- 
made golf six-iron out of the Antares 
and blasted away. Then Shepard 
took a discarded pole used in the 
solar wind experiment and hurled a 
lunar javelin record. 
After the spear toss. Shepard 
said: “ Hey! That one made it to the 
second crater." 
Shepard, who spent more time on 
the lunar surface than any other 
man, offered to hit a few rocks with 
the club as he started back into 
Antares. “ Would you like another 
bag of rocks?" lie asked ground 
control. 
He and Mitchell spent a record 
nine hours walking around Fra 
Mauro Valley in the lunar foothills 
during their 33 
l z hours on the 
surface. 
“ Ok. Houston, the crew of Antares 
is 
leaving 
Fra 
Mauro 
base," 
Shepard said as he started up the 
landing craft ladder. 
Despite the unexpected difficulty 
of their climb and the deceptiveness 
of lunar distances, Shepard and 
Mitchell reached the giant boulders 
which were the chief scientific goal 
of Apollo 14. 
Mitchell 
said 
the 
field 
of 
brownish-gray, truck-sized boulders 
covered a square mile.

Four persons—one soldier and 
three civilians—were reported dead 
in the fighting in Belfast. A number 
of others were wounded. 
All the dead were reported in the 
predominantly 
Catholic 
Ardoyne 
district. An Army spokesman said 
the 
soldier 
was 
killed 
when 
machinegun bullets raked a troop 
foot patrol. Four other soldiers were 
wounded in the same incident. In the 
answering gunfire, one civilian was 
killed. 
In a second battle in Ardoyne, 
soldiers riding in an armored car 
lept into the street and fired back 
when they were lired on. “ Army 
marksmen returned the fire and one 
of the snipers was shot," the spokes­ 
man 
said. 
“ During 
the 
same 
incident, a man was seen to blow 
himself 
up 
while 
throwing 
a 
gelignite bomb. Where his remains 
are. nobody knows." 
Police said 37 persons, including 
11 
juveniles, 
were 
arrested 
in 
Belfast and two persons were jailed 
in Londonderry. 
The four days of violence in 
Belfast spread to Londonderry early 
today, where the army was called 
out to deal with gangs of youths who 
began smashing windows and over­ 
turning cars while chanting “ we will 
wreck the town. 
The fighting in Belfast was in a 
number of areas and caused injuries 
to both civilians and soldiers. A 
police spokesman said at least seven 
persons were hospitalized, six of 
them with injuries suffered in a 
bomb explosion in the Protestant 
Shankhill area and the seventh with 
gunshot wounds. 


Key village captured 
in Laotian push 


V IE N T I A N E , 
Laos 
( U P D - 
Laotian troops driving up Highway 
9, toward the South Vietnamese 
frontier today reported recapturing 
the village of Muong Phalane about 
50 miles west of a main Communist 
supply depot on the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail* 
A task force of 29,000 U.S. and 
South 
Vietnamese 
troops 
was 
massed on the South Vietnamese 
side of Highway 9 in the Khe Sanh 
area, and Saigon reports on the 
government-run television station 
tonight 
hinted 
that 
a 
South 
Vietnamese push into Laos was only 
a matter of hours away. 
High-ranking military sources in 
the Laotian capital of Vientiane 
insisted today that neither U.S. nor 
South Vietnamese officials have 
disclosed to any member of the • 
L a o t i a n 
g o v e r n m e n t 
any 
information regarding the intentions 
of the Allied task force in the Khe 
Sanh area. 


The recaptured base at Muong 
Phalane 
gives 
the 
Laotians 
a 
jumping off point for an assault on 
Tchepone, 
a 
major 
Communist 
supply depot and transfer point on 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail—North Viet­ 
nam’s lifeline to Communist forces 
in South Vietnam and Laos. 


The Vientiane sources said the 
Laotian troops were intent on trying 
to hold Muong Phalane. They said 
there 
was 
no 
possible 
South 
Vietnamese invasion connected with 
the Laotian push up Highway 9. 


Sources in Vientiane said they 
believe South Vietnam would not 
announce any incursion into Laos 
because 
to do 
so would 
force 
Premier 
Souvanna 
Phouma 
to 
protest under Laos’ status as a 
neutral nation. 


Souvanna 
seemed 
to 
lay 
the 
groundwork for unannounced South 
Vietnamese forays into Laos when 
he said Thursday that, “ We have no 
control over the Ho Chi Minh Trail 
area.” 


The South Vietnamese hints of a 
thrust into Laos were made by a 
television commentator in Saigon. 


The Viet Cong accused Allied 
forces of “ attacking and invading

billion budget which many claim 
will severely limit social services 
and educational financing 
“ We’ve come to the end of the line 
in the philosophy that the people of 
California can pay for more and 
more government, 
he said. “ You 
just can’t 
solve a 
problem by 
throwing money at it 
“ I think that while this budget is 
stringent, it is worth a trial to find 
out 
whether 
government 
is 
as 


essential as some think 
I think 
people are ready to shoulder more of 
the burden." 
He blamed “ jerrybuilt welfare 
programs” taken from the authority 
of the individual states and placed 
mainly in the hands of the federal 
government for ballooning the cost 
of running the state of California. 
“ But, we believe that welfare can 
be reformed," he said.

West's Christians: 
Invigorating Pace

Some city-promoters apparently are having second 
thoughts. Theologian-writer Harvey Cox has moved to 
Cambridge, forsaking the Roxbury ghetto of Boston for 
a more secure section of town. William Stringfellow said 
goodby to New York and located on the quiet slopes of 
Block Island (although he still feels that the action is in 
the city) for rest and writing. 
Samuel Johnson said that when you were tired of Lon­ 
don, you were tired of life. My secretary claims that in 
New York you are afraid for your life. 
The city is being put down. It rots with crime, corrup­ 
tion and pollution. It is worn out and done in. 
And right at this point James W. Angell comes along 
with a sparkling book called “ Put Your Arms Around 
the City” (Fleming Revell). This advocate of urban ad­ 
venture and city life is fresh from the fields of Iowa. Now 
a pastor in Claremont, Calif., he challenges the church 
to consider its future in the city of man. Nowhere will you 
find a nostalgic dash to the corn fields or town pump or 
Grange Night at Marshalltown. Gone is the village green, 
the farm pond, the strawberry social. Angell greets an­ 
other world. 
“ Most of us like the city. We like its motion and power, 
its hum and action, its universities, lights and luxuries. 
If the city extracts its price in terms of frustration, im­ 
personality, crime, fear of one another and the high cost 
of getting the plumbing done, it also gives generously of 
itself in the form of a wider dimension of existence 
through a greater sweep across the scenery of life and 
opportunity, and a chance to explore and exploit life to 
the full.” 
Angell pleads for more attention to the city, more in­ 
volvement, more affection than we have allowed or 
expected. He recognizes that man is often overwhelmed 
by the energy and mass of this urban culture, yet he feels 
that Christian societies have a special skill in this sort of 
area. Christians formed in the city, grew there, and 
should now put their arms and purse around it. 
The author admits there are other factors beside Chris­ 
tian charity that have fueled the city seekers. 
“ We wanted in on the action, the fun, the dough. We 
found it, just as they said, but we found loneliness, too, 
and we went whole days without hearing our name pro­ 
nounced once . . . We had no desire to return to where 
we came from, but the city was often too much for us.” 
Western cities have a lot going for them. The climate, 
in spite of the smog and fog, is great. The outdoor life 
exists for city folk. The sea and mountains and desert 
and California nights are hard to beat. Western cities are 
different. Yes, they have crime, addicts and insane politi­ 
cians, but have you been in Detroit in January or Cleve­ 
land in March? 
Western cities are much newer metropolitan areas. 
They do not sag under the weight of old, decaying build­ 
ings and old decaying ways of doing things. The life-style 
of the West is amazing in contrast and the ingenuity of 
Christian groups on the coast and in the Southwest is 
pace-setting for the whole land. The West is an outdoor 
empire and that makes for informality and friendliness— 
something that should infect every city and, certainly, 
every city church. 
Angell is right when he says we should put our arm 
around the city, but he would be the first to admit that 
out West that arm is youthful and suntanned—a great 
asset in urban living.

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Featuring: Lawrence Dutra 
Last roundup 
for rawhide

Vistas Editor 
Used to be that every 
cowboy and his horse were 
well-outfitted with a brush- 
poppin’ assortment of hand­ 
crafted 
reatas, 
quirts, 
bridles, chaps and the like. 
Now its gotten so you can 
hardly find a fellow who 
keeps up with the craft 
anymore, what with the new 
breed of college-educated 
cowboy riding herd over the 
science 
of 
ranching. 
Everything’s either store- 
bought or machine made. 
bure enough, the craft is 
dying, along with a way of 
life. But there's at least one 
cow boy 
who 
p ro u d ly 
continues 
the 
honorable 
tradition of working with 
rawhide—Jalam a 
Ranch 
manager, Lawrence Dutra. 
Not only does he actively 
produce the needed ranch 
accessories for himself and 
his close associates, but his 
son, Ronald, 6, is eagerly 
learning about the art from 
his father, thus assuring 
continuity 
with 
another 
generation. 
Neat 
in 
his 
Western 
outfit—fresh 
plaid 
shirt, 
neckerchief, 
bluejeans, 
boots—Dutra 
deliberated 
about 
the 
step-by-step 
process as he rolled his own 
cigarette. 
Hanging in a 
small workroom were the 
hours 
of 
sw eat—bridle 
reins, chaps, reatas, quirts, 
hackamores, belts. 
Dutra 
prefers steer or cowhides to 
work 
w ith— The 
older 
cowhides are the best to 
use. They have more glue in 
them,” he said. 
1. 
“ First you soak the 
hide 
in 
a 
creek 
for 24 
hours.” There was the hint 
ot a smile. “Or a big barrel, 
if there’s no water in the 
creek.” 
Dutra 
resumed. 
The 
process 
was 
explained 
briefly and concisely: 
2. 
Next, tack down the 
hide to dry. 


3. Cut the hide in half at 
the center of the backbone. 
4. 
Then cut all 
bad 
corners, flanks and brands. 
Brands mean weak strands 
of rawhide. 
5. 
Round the corners of 
the hide. 
Begin cutting 
strands from the outside, on 
the contour, working in. 
6. Soak, stretch, then let 
dry enough to allow you to 
scrape off the hair with a 
pocket knife. 
Then soak 
again. • 
7. 
Run 
hide 
through 
splitting machine to assure 
same thickness of strands. 
8. Run through gauge for 
width, then another gauge to 
bevel the edge on the grain 
or top side. 
“ Now it’s ready to braid,” 
said Dutra. 
He began to 
demonstrate 
by 
braiding 
leather buttons on a pair of 
reins, applying the patience 
and knowledge of 33 years of 
practice. 
9 Next, mix up a batch of 
Pels Naptha soap to a paste­ 
like consistency. 
Apply on 
the braids while working, 
for pliability and softness. 
At this juncture, if one is 
working 
a 
hackam ore, 
bridle rein, quirt or product 
that would require leather 
buttons, the braided portion 
should 
be 
stretched 
and 
d r i e d , 
t h e n 
w o r k 
commences on the buttons. 
10. 
For 
the 
larger 
buttons, wrap string tor a 
filler, 
then 
cover 
with 
rawhide 
in 
an over-and- 
under 
weave, 
using 
one 
strand. Long, ring and rein 
buttons specify the different 
size buttons used on reins. 
Dutra uses at least two 
patterns; the herringbone 
for nose bands and reins and 
the twisted button-pattern 
for parts of the hackamore. 
The length and thickness 
of 
each 
p ro d u c t 
a re 
determined by the number 
and length of the individual 
strands. Most all the reins 
are 
braided 
with 
eight

Often he makes 
his own 
bridle 
bits and 
inlaid silver conchos which 
accent and hold the section 
of the bridle together. With

chisels, 
he etches 
d e s i g n s

hammered 
conchos 
from 
sheets of sterling silver or 
Mexican pesos.

the conchos “ cold” , affixing 
copper brads to secure them
